On  a  warm  fall  day  early  in  September,  1949,  the  Ellsworth  corridors  were 
filled  with  bustling  teachers  and  students,  anticipating  the  arrival  of  the  Class  of 
1953.

Installed  as  senior  class  officers  were  William  Loos,  president;  Richard  Hearn, 
vice-president;  Loretta  Wilder,  secretary;  Richard  Della  Bernarda,  treasurer. 

Our  first  business  of  the  year  was  to  welcome  the  students  of  E.M.H.S.  with 
the  annual  Senior-Get-Together.  With  Dick  Hearn  as  general  chairman  and  David 
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Barry  as  master  of  ceremonies,  we  were  transported  from  the  early  twenties  to  the 
roaring  eighties,  a  coverage  of  the  past,  present,  and  future.  We  shall  never  forget 
Barbara  Sabonis,  a  brave  senior,  who  enacted  the  role  of  an  unexalted  freshman. 

As  the  yearbook  employs  much  of  our  time  in  our  senior  year,  much  care 
was  taken  in  the  selection  of  the  staff.  Elaine  Pola  was  chosen  editor-in-chief 
with  Eunice  Kerkins,  Mary  Jean  Ahern,  and  Alice  Kessler  as  assistant  editors.
